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DETAILED ACTION 


1. In view of the Information Disclosure Statement filed on September 15, 2003, 
PROSECUTION IS HEREBY REOPENED. New grounds of rejection are set forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the following 
two options:

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kresse et al. (DE 
4,320,454 Al). Kresse et al. discloses a detachable trolley and mop bucket combination 
comprising a mop bucket supported by wheels thereon and movable over a floor surface (See 
Figs. 1 and 4, and pages 3 and 12 of the English translation of the reference that states that both

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buckets are mop buckets, one containing the disinfecting liquid and the second one containing 
the dirty water) and a trolley (12) having a frame adapted for carrying cleaning supplies (See Fig. 
4) supported by wheels (4) thereon for moving over a floor surface, the trolley and the bucket 
separately and independently movable and having a connection (See Fig. 4) between them for 
selective attachment to securely connect the trailer to the trolley so that the combined trolley and 
trailer can be easily maneuvered by one person.
